Called by the passing away of another year to 
meet the members of the American party in Na- 
tional Council, the occasion demands a reaffirma- 
tion of our opinions. We are ready to-day as 
aforetime to give a reason for the faith that is 
in u«, and as ready to-day as ever before to stand 
fast by our vows of devotion to our whole coun- 
try Neither dismayed by defeat, nor disheart 
eued by opposition— neither discouraged by the 
past, nor without hope for the future— we meet 
together both to counsel one with another, and to 
show to the people of the United States by our 
presence and our numbers here in open conven 
lion that as a party we are hopeful and determin- 
ed as to our future <-our.se of action. 

The dominant party at the North aud the dom- 
inant party at the South, by appeals made to sec- 
tions of country and tin- passions of the day, are 
temporarily successful . But a temporary triumph 
- tio evidence of permauent success. Nor does a 
victory secured by passion give evidence of a 
true att tehment to principle. A true soldier will 
ne\ er be disheartened in sustaining a good cause 
because of one or many defeats. 

The nine hundred thousand American voters 
who sustairded the Aniericau candidates for the 
two first offices in the gift of the people in No 
vember last may enjoy the consciousness of an 
honest work well meant and well done. They 
neitjer counted the cost of defeat nor faltered in 
the discharge of a great public duty, and had the 



and of the press, the right of the people peacea 
bly to assemble and petition the government for 
a redress of grievances, are among these specifi- 
ed constitutional personal rights, and cannot be 

abridged except as the obuse of these privleges is 
restrained by the laws of the land. Equally ex- 
plicit arc the rights of the States over their own 
territories, aud interference with them becomes 
both a public abuse of power and an act of per- 
sonal impertinence. If all men in all sections of 
the country, could realize where their powers 
commence, and where they cease — if they could 
understand that they are no more responsible for 
other men's sins than thev are secure in their own 
self assumed virtues, all "would be comparatively 
well. 

There are many and vitai questions upon which 
the American party can agree, aud to these all 
other subjects should be subordinate. They are, 
in brief, condensed in the following spirit of our 
National Platform. We hold, for example, as 
cardinal maxims of public justice and private 
duty, to the following rule of faith and action: 

1st The Federal Union must be maintain 
ed. 

2d. The reserved rights of the States must be 

respected. 

3d. The decisions of the Supreme Court must 
beeuforced. 
4th. The union of Church and State must be 

prevented. 

5th The rights of conscience must be guaran- 
teed. 

6th. American interests must be promoted. 
7th An American nationality must be cherish 

ed. 

8th. Sectional agitation must be terminated. 
9tb. Foreign paupers and crimiuals must be ex 

eluded. 

lbth. The naturalization laws must be amend 

ed. 

llth. "Squatter Sovereignty" and alien suff- 
rage must be repudiated. 

[ftk. Americans must rule America. 
Tlu n- i> nothing here not taught in the Consti- 
tution of the United States, and nothing here re- 
pugnant to the spirit aud letter of that instrument 
of liberty and law. The provision of the Consti 
tution which requires the President of tho United 
States to be a native born citizen — which requires 
the Vice President to possess the same qualifica- 
tions with the President — which, in the foreign 
born imposes a niue vears' residence, after na- 
turalization, us qualification of a candidate for 
the United States Senate, and a residence of 
seven years, after naturalization, as a qnalifica 
tiou for a Representative in Congress — which for- 
bids test oaths for office, and the maintenance of 
an established Religion, are all part and parcel 
of our faith and practice. So tar from departing

the American party They have been taught iu 
the bitter school of experience that the word of 
promise may be made to the ear and broken to 
the hope. Where there was a pledge 10 secure, 
mi the power to effect a pure ballot-box — the 
want of which is one of the great evils of the 
times — and to accomplish which ought to unite 
ihe j;ood men of all parties — there has beeu eith- 
er a criminal indifference to the evil itself or a 
-old paarticipation in that wrong. So in the 
.romises made at the North to secure a pure 
franchise through the agency of a registry law 
where all could see and know who, under the 
■ onstitutiou aud by the laws, were entitled to 
vote. 

In no instance that we cau recall to mind have 
either of the two great organizations opposed the 
American party endeavored to secure those 
wholesome reforms which are essential either to 
u.n inteligent or honest exercise of the rights of 
franchise. Even where an attempt has been 
made, as in New York, to secure a practical re- 
form under the naturalization laws, so that while 
the change would not extend the five years' resi- 
dence previous to naturalization provided by the 
laws of the United States, it would, neverthe- 
less, secure a small portion of this limited resi- 
dence before the alien wasalowed to vote, the at- 
tempt has failed, by the combined opposition of 
tjotli the Democratic and Republican parties, who 
not un frequently work together at the North to 
ie«troy the American organization And while 
there has been a neglect to maintain a pure fran 
cliise for white voters, and an open and earnest 
opposition to all reforms, proposing simply reme- 
dial measures for admitted great public evils, 
there has also been enacted in New York a sue 
oessful measure looking to such an amendment | 
of the Constit ution as would secure a general sys- 
tem of suffrage to the negroesof the State. Thus, 
in one part of the Union a State Constitution is 
opened to sustain the question of negro suffrage, 
while in another part ofthe Union the alien has 
had conferred upon him privileges wholly 1111 
known to the native-born citizen. To day a foreign 
pauper or a foreign criminal, driven or banished 
from the pest or prison houses of Europe, is made in 
all things, aud regardless of his residence in the 
country , an equal with the citizen whose service has 
been life-long, patriotic, and useful in the land of 
his birth To-morrow, again, States in another sec 
tiou ofthe countrv become revolutionary in their 
plans of opposition to the Federal Government, 
and exhaust their patriotism and labor in meas- 
uies of mere speciality and favor for the negro. 

We seek toavoid such analomies of legislation 
in both our Federal and State governments — 
Their tendency is neither toward humanity nor 
mercy. They benefit neither the white nor the 
black race and, whether well meant or ill meant, 
result in that spirit of strife and uncharitableness 
In different States and among different classes of 
people which the true men of the country cannot 
fail to deplore. 

Higher aims and nobler objects animate the 
American party We know of no political differ- 
ences between the risrhls of the North and the 
rights of the South All are subordinate to the 
constitution of our common country. The union 
of the States, the rights of the States, the pri vi- 
leges of the people in the States, and under the 
Union, is our chief glory and our greatest good. — 
When differences of opinion come, as come fhev 
will, thev must be settled, not by crimination and 
hate, but by reference to that great principle of com 
mon right and common protection— thk Consti 
tutiox or the United States; and if there shall 
unfortunatelv again be dfferences of opinion as 
to what is granted and what is denied by the 
constitution, the judiciary ofthe land, through 
the authorized courts of the nation, can alone 
make up and decide the final issue. The constitu- 
tion and the law must, therefore, at all times and 
io all places become our rule of action.

pers, and fanatics from the old world. We trace 
the great majority of wrongs iu Utah, the act of 
treason, the cases of arson, the multitudes of 
murders, the cruel banishments, the beastly in- 
tercourse, to that unnatural indifference to "those 
who. serpent like, have crept into the l>osom of 
the nation in order to sting and destroy it. 

Other questions of great importance though of 
less magnitude also attract our attention. The 
public domain, secured by a common treasure and 
u common sacrifice of blood and labor, the com- 
mon property of the nation is distributed withou 
regard to the general ownership, and with a lav- 
isliness of appropriation which shows an utter iu- 
differeuce to the just claims and true wants of the 
American people. 

Who can arrest these evils aud restore the gov- 
ernment to its ancient landmarks but the Amer- 
ican party? Where else is there a 6ure hope of 
the uuiou of the States with that free expression 
of opinion which belongs to everv Common 
■Ml* of the Republic, and to every citizen m the 
Union? 

We call then upou our countrymen all over 
the land to organize aud act Let them seek to 
give honor, strength, prosperity, and perpetuity 
to our glorious Union by making the love of 
country and ofthe whole country a passion and a 
principle. 

The past in our nation is made glorious by the 
patriotism and heroism of our noble ancestry of 
Southern men of the stamp and character of him 
who led the great armies of the Revolution, and 
ol those who were distinguished under the con- 
federation and in the convention which framed the 
constitution Northern men, too, ofthe stamp and 
character of the son of Massachusetts who nomi 
nated George Washington t.f Virginia to be Gen- 
eral -in Chief of the armies of the Republic, and 
like him received the sword of the leading British 
General ou Southern soil at the instance of the 
forever-loved, Heaven protected Father of our 
common country. 

Living then in these great examples of the 
past— seeking to re-baptise the whole nation in 
the spirit of the great and good men who led 
the wav to victory, and to independence, we, 
too, are hopeful aud heartful of the great fu- 
ture. 

We invoke the sympathy, the aid, the co ope 
ration of all men, all over the land, who are with 
us and of us in principle and sentiment — and of 
all men too, who wish to reform tiiose gross 
abuses in the State and nation which have result 
ed in so much personal wrong, and left a stain 
like a wound upon the fair frame of the Republic 
Americans and friends of Americans, North and 
South, Cast and West, "Awake, arise, or be for- 
ever fallen."

Prescott, the Historian. 

The July number of the Massachusetts Teacher 
contains a verv interesting article from the pen of 
Rev. Geo. E. Elus upon Mr. PaEscorT and his 
histories. In this article Mr. Ellis introduces a 
friendlv and communicative letter from Mr. Pres 
, explaining the origin and extent of tbediffi 
es under which it is well known he has labor 
ed in the composition of his histories. It is, 

ties 

"I suppose you are aware that, when in college, 
I received an injury in one eye which deprived me 
of the use of it for reading and writing Au in 
judicious use of the other eye, on which the bur- 
den of inv studies was now wholly thrown, brought 
on a rheumatic inflamation which deprived me 
entirely of sight for some weeks. When this 
was restored the eye remained in too irritable a 
state to be employed in reading for several years. 
I consequently abandoned the studv of the law 
upon which I had entered; and, as ■ man must 
find something to do, I determined to devote my- 
self to letters, in which independent career I 
could regulate my own hours with reference to 
what my sight might enable me to accomplish. 

«*I had early conceived a strong passion for 
historical writing, to which, perhaps, the reading 
of Gibbon's autobiography contributed not a little. 
I propose to make myself a historian in the best 
sense of the term, and hoped to produce some- 
thing which posterity would not willingly let die. 
In a memorandum book, as far back as the vear 
H19, I find the desire intimated; and I proposed 
to devote ten years of ray life to the study of au- 
cient and modern literatures — chiefly the'latter — 
and to give ten years more to some historical 
work. I have had the good fortune to accomplish 
this design pretty nearlv within the limits assign 
ed. In the Christmas of 1837 my first work, the 
History of Ferdinand and Isabella, was given to 
the public. 

"During my preliminary studies iti the field of 
general literature my eyes gradually acquired so 
much strength that I was enabled to use them 
many hours of the day. The result of my studies 
at this time I was in the habit of giving in the 
form of essays in public journals, chiefly in the 
North American, from which a number, quite 
large enough, have beeu transferred to a sepa- 
rate volume of Miscellanies. Having settled on 
a subject for a particular history, I lost uo time 
in collecting th" materials, for which I had pecu 
liar advantages. But, just before these materials 
arrived, my eye had experienced so severe a strain 
that I enjoyed no use of it again for reading for 
several years. It has indeed never since fully 
recovered its strength, nor have I ever ventured 
to use it again bv candlelight. I well remember 
the blank despair which I felt when my literary 
treasures arrived from Spain, and I saw the mine 
of wealth lying around me which I was forbidden 
to explore. I determined to see w hat could be 
done with the eyes of another I remembered 
that Johnson had said, iu reference to Milton, 
that the great poet had abandoned his projected 
history of England, finding it scarcely possible 
for a man without eyes to pursue a historical work 
requiring reference to various authorities. The 
remark piqued me to make an attempt 

"I obtained the service of a reader who knew 
no language but his own I taught him to pro 
nounce the Castilian in a 
pect, much more to my 
Spaniard; and we began 
through Mariana's noble 
uow call to mind, without 

hours hi which, seated under some old trees in 
my country residence, we pursued our slow and 
melancholy way over pages which afforded uo 
glimmering of light to him, and from which the 
light come dimly struggling to me through a 
half intelligible vocabulary. But, in a few weeks 
the light became stronger, aud I was cheered by 
the consciousness of my own improvement; and 
when we had toiled our way through seven 
quartos I found I could understand the book 
when read about two-thirds as fast as ordinary 
English. My reader's oflice required the more 
patience; he had not even this result to cheer him 
in his labor. 

"I now felt that the great difliculty could be 
overcome; and I obtained the services of a reader 
whose acquaintance with modern and ancient 
tongues supplied, as far as it could be supplied, 
the deficiency of eyesight on my part. But, 
though in this way 1 could examine various au- 
thorities, it was not easy to arrange in my mind 
the results of my reading, drawn from different 
and often contradictory accounts To do this I 
dictated copious notes as I went along; and when 
I had read enough for a chapter — from thirty to 
forty and sometimes fifty pages in length — I had 
a mass of memoranda in my own language, which 
would easily bring before me at one view the 
fruiu of my researches. These notes were care- 
fully read to me; and while my recent studies 
were fresh in my recollection I ran over the whole 
of my intended chapter in my mind. This pro 
cess I repeated at least half a dozen times, so that 
when I finally put my pen to paper it ran off 
pretty glibly, for it was an effort of memory rath 
er than creation This method had the advan 
tage of saving me from the perplexity of fre- 
quently referring to the scattered passages in the 
originals, and it enabled me to make the correc- 
tions in my own mind which are usually made in 
luscript, and which with my mode of writ- 
I shall explain — would have much em- 
barrassed me. Yet I must admit that this method 
of composition, when the chapter was very long, 
was somewhat too heavy a strain on the memory 
to be altogether recommended. 

"Writing presented me a difficulty even greater 
than reading. Thierry, the famous blind histori- 
an of the Norman Conquest, advised me to culti 
vate dictation; but I have usually preferred a sub- 
stitute that I found in a writing case made for the 
blind, which I procured in London forty years 
.since. It is a simple apparatus, often described 
by me, for the benefit of persons whose visions is 
imperfect. It consists of a frame of the size of a 
sheet of paper, traversed by brass wires, as mauy 
as lines are wanted on the page, and with a sheet 
of carbonated paper, such as is used for getting 
duplicates, pasted on the reverse side With an 
or agate stylus the writer traces his char- 
i between the wires on the carbonated sheet, 
ig indelible marks, which he cannot see, on 
! white page below. This treadmill operation 
has its defects; and I have repeatedly supposed I 
had accomplished a good page, and was proceed 
ing in all the glow of composition to go ahead, 
when I found I had forgotten to insert a sheet of 
my writing paper below, that my labor had all 
been thrown away, and that the leaf looked as 
blank as myself. Notwithstanding these and other 
whimsical distresses of the kind, I have found my 
writing case my best friend in my lonely hours, 
and with it have written nearly all that I hare 
sent into the world the last forty years. 

"The manuscript thus written and deciphered 
— for it was in the nature of hieroglyphics — by 
my secretary was then read to me for correction, 
and copied off in a fair hand for the printer. All 
this, it may be thought, was rather a slow pro- 
cess, requiring the virtue of patience in all the 
parties concerned. But in time my eyes improved 
again. Before I had finished 'Ferdinand and Isa- 
bella' I could use them some hours every day. 
And thus they have continued till within a few 
years, though subject to occasional interruptions, 

when I could not look at a book. And this cir- 
cumstance, as well as habit — second nature — has 
led me to adhere still to my early method of 
composition. Of late years I have suffered not 
so much from inability of the eye as dimness of 
the vision, and the warning comes that the time 
is not far distant when I must rely exclusively on 
he eyes of another for the prosecution of my 
Perhaps it should be received as a warn 
I it is time to close them all 



General Jackson » Gold Box. 

It has been announced that the committee ap 
pointed by a board of Council of New York city 
to award the gold box bequeathed by General 
Andrew Jackson, have decided that it should be 
given to Lieut. Col Garrett Dyckman, of the 1st 
regiment, New York Volunteers. The following 
is the clause in Andrew Jackson's will, in which 
he speaks of the gold box: 

The gold anuff box presented to me bv the Cor 
poration of the city of New York; the large sil- 
ver vase presented to me by the ladies of Charles- 1 
ton, S. C, my native State, with the large pic- 1 
ture representing the unfurling of the American 
banner, presented to me by the citizens of South 
Carolina, when it was refused to be accepted by 
the United States Senate, I leave in trust to my 
son, A. Jackson, Jr., with directions that should 
our happy country yet be blessed with peace, an 
event not always to be expected, he will at the 
close of the war or end of the conflict present each 
of the said articles of inestimable value to that pa 
triot residing in the city or State from which they 
were presented, who shall be adjudged by his coun- 
trymen or the ladies to have been the most valiant 
in defense of his country and our country's 
rights. 

The following arc the claims upon which the 
award to Major Dyckman is based: 

First — For having, from the landing at the 
Island of Lobos to the final surrender SM the City 
of Mexico, the best disciplined company in the 
regiment, the men being always under the most 
thorough command and control. 

Second — For leading his company on the first 
Sunday after the landing at Vera Cruz as skir- 
mishers on the sand plains near its walls, and 
taking position on the Orizaba Road, holding that 
position while under fire from nearly all the bat 
teries of the city, within hearing of the enemv, 
until after dark* when ordered to retire behind'a 
sand hill. 

Third — For his having taken, on the succeed- 
ing evening, possession of the Orizaba Road, and 
judiciously posting pickets, thus preventing all 
communication from that road to the city during 
that night. 

Fourth — For having taken a position with his 
company of seventy-eight men in ambush, and 
within half a mile of six hundred of the enemy, 
to prevent their entrance to the city, (the eraemy, 
as before recited, could be distinctly beard giving 
orders, ) and for performing constantly in his com 
pany scouting duty around the walls and roads of 
the city during the same time. 

Fifth — For engaging and sustaining a charge 
from six hundred lancers, holding the position 
until relieved bv Col. Ward B. Burnett, atNuea 
Rancha.

Interesting Wedding Party. 

In the city of Lexington, on the eveni ng of 
August 5th, was witnessed such a wedding party 
and such a marriage ceremony as perhaps never 
occurred in the United States, certainly not in 
the State of Kentucky. Mr. John Blount, the 
bridegroom, is a deaf mute, who was brought up 
in Alabama, but received his education at the 
Kentuckv Institution for the Deaf, at Danville, 
where he is at present an accomplished and high- 
ly esteemed instructor. He is a tall and fine look- 
ing specimen of a man, and is a gentleman iu 
every sense of the word. Miss Lucretia Ann 
Hoagland, the bride, is also a deaf mute. She 
was educated in the Institution at Danville, and 
would pass for a beautiful and accomplished lady 
in any. circle of societv. Mr. and Mrs Wm. 
Hoagland, the parents of the bride, at whose 
house the marriage took place, are also both of 
them deaf mutes. They received their education 
some twenty-five or thirtv vears since at the same 
Institution. They have "three other children— 
twoof whom hear aud talk; their youngest, a 
little boy of nine years old, is, like the bride, a 
mute, and expects before long to go to the s.ime 
Institution, to obtain that inestimable blessing— 
a goxl education — which his father, mother, and 
sister have received before him. 
There were also present, as invited guests, some 
twelve or fifteen educated mutes, all of them 
present or former pupils of the before-named In 
stitution. 

The attendant of the bride, Miss Mary Boyd, 
from Harrison county, was as modest, beautiful, 
anil elegantly dressed a lady as adorns any draw- 
ing room. She was formerly a class mate of the 
bride. Other young ladies who were mutes 
were present, wlio attracted marked attention by 
their personal charms as well as by their superior 
intelligence. Young gentlemen, also, were not 
wanting, of line appearance, education, and man 
ners, to lend interest to the occasion. In addi- 
tion to the mutes who were present, there were 
thirty or forty speaking persons in attendance. — 
Most of those present, from intercourse with the 
family of the bride, or in some other way. had 
become familiar with the sign language, so that 
the conversation of the evening was held chiefly 
in the beautiful pantomime of thedeafand dumb. 

But that which perhaps gave the most peculiar 
interest to the occasion was the fact that the mar- 
riage ceremony was celebrated in the sign lan- 
guage of the deaf and dumb. The officiating 
clergyman was the Rev. S. B. Cheek, Vice-Prin- 
cipal of our State Institution at Danville. Not a 
word was heard during the whole ceremony — the 
prayer, the propounding of the marriage covenant, 
the beuediction, aud the blessing at the wedding 
feast, were al! performed in the graceful and elo 
quent though voiceless language of gesture, 
which may be termed the vernacular of the deaf 
and dumb. The mutes who were present all tes- 
tified their peculiar delight, saying that they had 
often witnessed marriages before, but had never 
understood what was actually said and done un 
til this occasion. It was, taken altogether, em- 
phatically a mute festival, in which all parties 
present were delighted, and which furnished a

Hluson'6 Bav TEaaiTORv. — Gov. Sir George 
Simpson arrived, on Saturday last, at the Hud- 
son's Bay House, Lachine, from his annual visit 
to the Red River settlement. 

The news from the Indiau country is reported 
to be on the whole favorable, although that fear- 
ful scourge, small pox, had been prevalent in the 
Upper Missouri country during the winter, and it 
was feared it might spread among the Indians to 
the northward. Great efforts, however, had been 
made to arrest its progress by vacination, sup- 
plies of fresh vaccine matter having beeu for 
warded by the Hudson's Bay Company to all 
parti« of the interior, during the winter and 
spring. It is believed that these precautionary 
measures were adopted in time, and that the re- 
sult has been the saving of hundreds if not of 
thousands of lives- 
It is gratifying to learn that the Indian trouble 
in Minnesota had not extended to the British ter 
ritory; but on the contrary, that the company had 
succeeded in bringing about a peace between 
those mortal enemies, the Blackfeet and Croes, 
who have, at last, ceased to take each other's 
scalps. From Oregon, too, the latest advises are 
satisfactory. The Indian war in that territory 
had ceased, the British Fur Traders having done 
the United States Government good service in 
the matter. Their influeuce, from their long and 
friendly intercourse with the Indians, is powerful 
with them, aud has been exerted invariably, and 
at length successfully, to aid the United States 
a in bun ties in the re -establishment of the peace 
of the country. 

The spring, we learn, had been usually back- 
ward on Lake Superior and throughout the com- 
pany's territory; the last ice having onlv passed 
theSault Ste. Marie on the 6th of July— the latest 
date on record. 



A .Masonic Movement— Purchase of Mount 
Vernon.

We understand that one or more of the Mason- 
ic Lodges of this city have originated a plan for 
the purchase of Mount Vernon, which, if taken 
hold of in earnest by the "brothers of the mys- 
tic tie" throughout the Union, cannot fail of/suc- 
cess. The plan proposed is to get the subordi 
nate Lodges to contribute $1 for each member. 
The price asked for the Mount Vernon estate is 
1200,000, and the Masonic statistics show that 
the order numbers three hundred thousand; so 
that if all the Lodges in the Union accede to the 
proposition- and the probability is that they will- 
the purchase of Mount Vernon may be looked 
upou as a fixed fact.

Remarkable Phenomenon in Canaua.— De 
vastation by a Water SrouT. — The Quebec 
Journal contains a thrilling description of the 
progress of a water spout which devastated the 
parish of St. Eleazor, Beauce county, on the 18th 
ult. The information is furnished by the priest 
of the parish, who states that the first warning 
the people had was a noise, like that of a sea in 
a storm, proceeding from a large and dark cloud 
overhanging the place. Soon the cloud seemed 
to burst, letting fall toward the earth a long train, 
somewhat iu the shape of a funnel, with the small 
end turned downwards. It revolved rapidly hiss 
ing, like escaping steam, and swinging to 
and fro, and imitating the contortions of a 
snake. 

When the small end reached the ground, it lift- 
ed and carried away, in its revolving impetus, 
whatever it came in contact with. Boards, timber, 
stones, and portions of houses were whirled in the 
air and thrown at a distance with a fearful report. 
Several houses were thus raised to the ground. 
One horse and three cows were drawn by the pow- 
er of suction to the water spojit, and being raised 
high in the air, were let gradually down; thev 
escaped uninjured aud were only covered witb 
mud. Five carts were carried to a great height 
and thrown across some fields iuto the woods, be- 
ing smashed by the fall. Large trees, such as 
maples, were uprooted and removed a distance 
of five acres. This phenomenon, although dis- 
astrous and awful, must, however, have been a 
sublime sight.

An Olo Mail Robber Detected. — Disclosures 
have been made within a few days which have led 
to the detection of a mail robber, who has been 
acting in the capacity of mail carrier between 
Georgetown. Oxford, Leesburg, Broadwell, and 
Cynthiana, in this State, for some time. Large 
packages of letters have been missed upon that 
route recently, and the postmasters in that vicin- 
ity suffered more or less in reputation from that 
cause. It is presumed that the robber had in 
someway procured a key to the mail-locks, and 
has through that means been making regular dep- 
redatios upon the mail matter intrusted to him. 
The circumstance which led to the discovery 
was the presence, in the road between Broadwell 
and Leesburg, of bits of letters, which attracted 
the attention of Mr. MandeviUe D. Curry, a very 
worthy citizen of Leesburg. Following up the 
bits of the letters in the road, Mr. Curry soon dis- 
covered whole letters, and conveyed them to the 
postmaster at Leesburg. The suspicions of the 
postmaster were thus excited, and he set out im- 
mediately after the mail carrier, who was on his 
way to Georgetown. The mail carrier arrived 
in Georgetown about an hour in advance of his 
pursuer, and had fled for parts unknown. We are

Plug Ugly Outrage. 

It has been reported through the city that one 
Dau. Mahai, a uatuiali/ed Irishman, was badly 
beaten in the face aud kicke 1 about on election 
day, and that this was done by an infuriated mob. 
Always anxious to get an item for our paper, pro- 
vided it be a true one, we have taken some pains 
to enquire about this man Mahal 's affair, and the 
information we have succeeded in obtaining from 
gentlemen who saw ii anil whose veracitv no one 
will impeach amounts to about this: 

On the election day before breakfast there was 
a great rush to the polls, occasioned by the desire 
ol every one of both parties to vole as soon as 
possible. Of the extent of the rush to the polls 
some idea may be formed from the fact that near- 
ly four hundred votes were polled before 8 
o'clock. While the crowd was pressing to the 
]>oll> the man Mahar came up and endeavored to 
squeeze in from the ouuide of the crowd, thus 
rendering the press more intolerable than ever. 
While pushing and scrougiug about he was him 
self shoved back by some of the crowd who were 
in front of him, aud w ho wanted to vote as soon 
as possible and were therefore indisposed to step 
aside for Mahar. When it was seen that neither 
Mahar nor any of those on the outside of the 
crowd could force their way in to the polls, he 
was requested by an American gentleman to de 
sisi from pushing about, aud to bide his time 
when there would be a better opportunity afford 
ed him of voting. Mahar then left that side of the 
crowd aud went around on the other side, and 
there commenced pushing and elbowing more 
violently than ever. Before long he pushed some 
person more violently than that person thought 
he had any right to do. and accordingly he was 
pushed haok. He then commenced complainin 
became American citizens would not quietly yield 
their |»ositions to him while he voted, and falsely 
char^.'d that the Americans in the crowd wished 
to prevent him from voting because he was an 
lri-hman. At this an altercation took place be - 
tmmm Mahar and some one in the crowd, whom 
Mahar had probably jostled The American 
struck at Mahar, but his arm was caught. No one 
else attempted to strik<- Mahar. and he was not 
badly beaten in the face, nor was he otherwise 
injured. The gentleman who gives us this infor 
matioti says on his own responsibility that the ru 
inor which is being circulated, that Mahar wa< 
badly be:>ten in the face, or otherwise hurt, is a 
lie. We will give this gentleman's name up to 
:ui\ one who desires it. It is not very probable, 
however, that we shall be requested to give up 
his name. 

Mali.;: w us not whipped at the polls, or any- 
where else that we can learn of, nor was he push- 
ed about more violently than many Americans 
were. It would be utterly impossible for anyone 
to work his way through such a crowd, all of 
whom were eager to vol'.-, without being jostled. 
Mahar wr.s not jostled because he attempted to 
vote the Democratic ticket, but because he insist- 
ed upon <:oinir into a crowd when every one was 
pushed about, instead of quietly waiting for bis 
time u> vote. We know of some thirty or for- 
ty American gentlemen who went to the polls 
before breakfast, but were unable to vote at that 
time on account of tin- pressure of the crowd.— 
These gentlemen, instead of pushing and tugging 
about as Mahar did, went home until there was a 
better opportunity of voting and then returned. 
If native born American citizens and gentlemen 
.if the highest respectability were compelled to 
wait a little while before they voted, we see no 
reason why the foreigner Mahar should not do the 
same thing. And if, in urging his way through 
the crowd, some one with more physical strength 
urged a little harder than he did. he has nothing 
of which to complain. So far from being badly 
beaten and terrified, Mahar returned to the Court 
House yard and went about among Americans 
in the afternoon without any manifestation of any 
ill will being made towards him. If he did not 
succeed in voting throughout the day, it was be- 
cause he made no attempt to vote after the number 
of those pressing up to vote was lessened; and the 
only reason he wa prevented from voting at first 
was because there was so great a rush to the polls 
at that particular time that no one on the outside of 
the crowd- whether A nx-rican or Democrat- could 
have worked his way through. If Mahar made 
no subsequent attempt to vote, it was his own 
fault, and not that of any member of the Ameri- 
can party He might have voted at almost any 
time during the day after 9 o'clock, as we saw, aud 
a* lie must have seen, a number of other Irishmen 
doing without interruption. This was one of the 
PIiil' I'ugly outrages.

ICT Quite a number of our Sag-Nichtexchaug 
es throughout the State are exercising themselves 
at a great rate about what they are pleased to 
call the Frankfort mobs. The most heinous of 
the offenses of these alleged mobs appears to have 
been the affair with the two Griffins, of which we 
have already spokeu- They declare that the first 
Griffin was severely beaten by a "mob" because 
he was a foreiguer and a Democrat, and lor at 
tempting to vote the Democratic ticket He was 
attacked by one man, who composed the "mob," 
at some forty feet from the polls and before he 
had attempted to vote. He was not attacked be- 
cause he had induced a "floater" to stay away 
from the polls. He was struck because he had 
insolently threatened the lives of American citi- 
zens if the decision of the judges of the election 
was carrie*! out, aud for having assisted in getting 
an old man drunk, smuggling him out of the 
town while he was intoxicated and keeping him 
in that condition until after the election — leaving 
the old man's sick wife helpless in bed, to die for 
want, which she would have done had not her 
MMMMM been made known to several Anieri- 
cau gentlemen. The old man was not a "float- 
er." He was always a Democrat until the Amer- 
ican question was brought before the people, but 
ever since that time he has voted the American 
ticket The Democrats knew that he was not a 
floater, or the man Griffin would not have puj 
himself to the trouble of getting him intoxicated 
and, while in that condition, running him out of 
tow n in order to keep him from voting the Amer- 
ican ticket.

As regards the affair with the second Griffin , 
we have merely to say that, if it. was perfectly 
natural for him to attempt to shoot a man behind 
hi* hark while that man was engaged in I fisti- 
cuff with his brother, it was fully as natural that 
American citizens should interfere to prevent 
such an assassination. Yet these American citi- 
zens are blamed because they would not >tand 
quietly by and see one of the most respectable 
and beloved citizens of the town shot down in 
this « owardly manner by a foreigner who had 
not been two years in the country. While the 
American of whom we have spoken was fighting 
with the first Griffin, Griffin's brother attempted 
to shoot him (the American; in the back, a per- 
son interfered, aud then Griffin snapped the pis- 
tol at him twice. Then seveial others interfered, 
disarmed him aud drove him from the Court 
House yard. Probably it was a "mob" which as 
sailed the second Griffin, probably more than one 
man struck him; but it was enough to enrage any 
crowd to sec him trying to shoot down American 
citizens, and if twenty men buffeted him he got 
no more than he deserved. 

The man Griffin with whom the difficulty first 
commenced is the same man who created the first 
disturbance at the polls in 1855, by bringing up a 
man to vote who did not live in this precinct, who 
acknowledged that he had no right to vote here, 
and whom Griffin and everybody else knew was 
not entitled to a vote. And yet this is the worthy 
who obtains the sympathy of the Democratic par- 
ty and whom many of them now endeavor to 
make a hero of. The second Griffin has not been 
in the country two years, is not entitled to the 
rights of citizenship, and had no business at the 
polls Yet Americans are denouueed all over the 
ountry because they knocked him down in order

O" If the honored old mansion of Henry Clay 
had been still standing at Ashland, but few of 
those Democrats who h ive any faith in ghosts 
would have dared to have ventured within its sa 
cred precincts, or to have desecrated its walls by 
the sounds of their hideous mirth.

Pursuant to previous notice, the citizens of Hen- 
ry, Owen, and Gallatin counties, Ky., deeply in- 
terested in and desirous of the construction of ■ 
Railroad from Louisville to Newport or Covington 
under the name of the "Louisville *ja| Newport 
Branch Railroad," assembled in mass meeting, 
at 1 Mm i uon Springs, on the 6th iust., aud, on mo- 
tiou of Gen. Geo. D. Dicken, Hon. K. F Nuttall, 
was called to the Chair, and H. Skinner up|H)iiit- 
ed la Aral! resolutions expressive of the sense of 
this meeting in relation to the construction of 
said road, towit: G. D. Dicken and W. W. 
Wright, of Henry; J. C. Ross, J. P. Orr. and G. 
Garnett, of Owen, andG. W. Sauders.of Gallatin 
counties 

The committee, through their chairman, W. W. 
Wright, adopted the following resolution?, which 
were unanimously adopted: 

Whereas, The commencement of the work on 
the Louisville and .Newport Branch Railroad has. 
lor various reasons, been delayed — reasons, how- 
ever, not founded in any impracticability of the 
route, cxpensiveness of construction, probable 
smallness of dividends by the road, want of friends, 
iic, &.c, but rather from the various opposition 
of sleepless enemies, whose fervency of zeal, con- 
stancy of purpose, and fertility of stratagem, has 
been somewhat remarkable, but which, instead of 
discouraging, has only tended to strengthen aud 
confirm our confidence and conviction in the mer- 
its of our cause, aud serve as a presage of ulti- 
mate success, and since these, with other reasons 
in the estimation of your committee entirely suf- 
ficient to account for the delay thus sustained in 
our work, no longer operate as a barrier; there-

B. Chambers, of Gallatin comity, and L. F. San 
ders, of Carroll county, with power to appoint al 
termites in case they cannot attend. 

Resolced, That so soon M the capital of $ I , 
(KHi.OUO (one million) he secured the work shall 
be begun. 

Resolved, That a ma-- meeting aud barbecue be 
held at Sparta, Owen county, Ky., on the *2-lth of 
September. 

Resolved, That I full report of the proceedings 
ot this meeting be forwarded to the daily and 
weekly papers of Cineiiui.il'., Covington, New- 
port, Louisville, and Frankfort, for publication 

The meeting was largely attended, the very 
best spirit prevailed, and a warm interest most 
clearly exhibited in the subject it had under con- 
sideration .

mrils is au ingenious machine, for which tellers patoat 
1 were granted to Mr. Hoisa Willard In May last, it 
was exhibited during the last season at several Stale 
Fairs, always commanding universal admiration. Large 
quantities are now beiug manufactured for use during 
Hie coming spriug, and il is believed that a machine that 
accomplishes so great a saving of labor, must at once 
come into general use. It is especially adapted for the 
South, and our enlerpriaing planters will find It worthy 
of their attention. The machine Is of about the slxe of 
au ordinary cart. The following description is from a 
late number of the United States Journal: 

"To the agriculturalist this is, undoubted!), the moat 
valuable patent lhal has been Issued for mauy years. It 
is intended for sowing broadcast, covering aud harrow- 
ing at the same time, for sowing In drills and also for 
planting m hills, and will accomplish either object as 
well as could possibly be done by hand. The grain is 
placed in cylinders, which are made to revolve with the 
motion of the wheels of the cart. As the holders rotate 
the grain passes out through the screeens lolhe ground. 
Tue seeds are evenly distributed and the machine 
mav be regulated to sow any given amount to the acre 
with perfect accuracy. The grain ta covered by the re- 
volving harrow, which receives its motion from the 
cart wheels. This harrow revolves with great rapidity 
n the opposite direction from its forward motion, thus 
harrowiug up the ground instead of matting it down, 
and tearing to pieces aig stubble, sods and manure, and 
leaving them behind instead of drawing them together 
in bunches as wilh the common harrow. The holders 
can easily be taken off, and the revolving harrow used 
for mellowing aud preparing the ground, which can be 
accomplished with it much more rapidly and efficiently 
than with a harrow constructed on any other plan. 

"For sowing in drills the harrow la taken of and the 
guides, as seen in the engraving on the inclined board, 
are changed so as to make the seeds drop into the drills 
prepared by furrowers, attached Just ahead of the board. 
A coverer for each furrow is attached Just behind, con- 
structed so as to hoe the light dirt on to the lurrow, and 
compressing il upon the seeds. 

'•The arrangement is the same for planting in hills, 
excepting that the guides are changed so as to drop the 
seeds into bills. It can be regulated to drop any num- 
ber of grains iu each hill, to make the hills any distance 
apart, aud to cover to any depth that may be required. 
The attachment for planting and covering is very simple, 
and so ingeniously arranged as to prevent the lumps 
and stones from being thrown upon the grain, while it 
compresses the dirt upon the seeds much better than 
could be done with either hoe or roller. 

"Another very valuable feature about this machine is 
an attachment for preparing cotton seed, consisting of 
an extra cylinder in which the seed Is placed, made to 
revolve by ihe motion of the wheels in ihe same man- 
ner as the other. By this arrangement the seed is pre- 
pared at the same timo it is being dropped from the 
othercylinder, and can be planted with this machine 
without rubbing or any other previous preparation, as 
well as other kinds of grain. 

••Ihe whole machine is extremely simple In it* con- 
struction, is uo more liable to get out of order, and is as 
easily worked as any ordinaiy agricultural implement. 
Although entirely new. It is uo doubtful experiment, as 
it has beeu thoroughly tried for all purposes, and its 
practical operatiou exhibited duriug the last season at 
various State Fairs, commanding in all cases the univer- 
sal admiration of the whole agricultural community."
